CHAPTER 44. 

COlDlISSlONERS IN OTHER STATES, AND IN THIS STATE. 

AN ACT Providing for the Appointment of Commissioners in other HABCR BO. 
States, and to Regulate the Powers of Commissioners of other 
States in this State. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General A88embly of 
the State oj Iowa, That the Governor may appoint and Go~~ -7 

commission, in each of the United States and Territories, ap 

ODe or more Commissioners, to continue in office for the 
term of three years from the date of commiasion, unles8 
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such appointment shall be sooner revoked by the Govern­
powen or com- or; such commissioners, when qualified as hereinafter 
m\aIIooerl, provided, shall be empowered to administer oaths, take 

depositions and affidavits to be used in the courts ot this 
State, and to take acknowledgments or proof of deeds and 
other instruments to be recorded and used in this State. 

SEC. 2. Oaths administered by any such commissioner, 
Btrecl of o1IIclal affidavits and depositioDs· taken by him, and acknowledg­
acta. ments as aforesaid certified by him over his official signa­

ture and seal, are made as effectual in law to all intents 
and purposes, as if done and certified by a clerk of the 
district court or justice of the peace of this State. 

SEC. 3. Before such commissioner can perform any of 
Qaa1II\oallon; the duties of his offi::e, he is required to take and subscribe 

an oath, that he will support the constitution of the United 
States, and the constitution of the State of Iowa, and 
that he will faithfully perform the duties of such office, 

before whom. which oath shall be taken and subscribed before some 
judge or clerk of a court of rec()rd in the State in which 
the commissioner is to exercise his appointment, and cer­
tified under the hand of the person taking it, and the seal 
of his court-or by a duly authorized commissioner for 

O.h, wltllllgna- Iowa, resident in said State, which certificate shall be filed 
:'~ :e~. eeal, in the office of Secretary of State of this State. and on 

which shall be the official signature and a clear impression 
of the official seal of such commissioner. 

SEC. 4. Each commissioner, exercising the authority 
DeaMlpUon of conferred upon him by this act, shall have an official seal, 
_L on which shall be engravcd the words" COMMISSIONER FOR 

IOWA," with his surname at length, and at least the initials 
of his christian name; also the name of the State in which 
he has been commissioned to act, which seal must be so 
engraved as to make a clear impression on wax or wafer. 

SEC. 5. A signature and impression of such seal of 
Etrecl of .:ira. any commissioner, qualified as herein provided, and cor­
\1U"Il and responding with that on file in the office of the Secretary 

of State, shall bo entitled to the same credit as evidence, 
in the courts and public offices of this State, as the signa­
ture and seal of a clerk of the district court or notary 
public of this Stat~. 

SEC. 6. Such commissioner is authorized to demand 
.... for his services the same fees as may be allowed for simi­

lar services, by the laws of the State in which he is to 
exercise his office. 

SEC. 7. All persoDB who have heretofore been appointed 
and commissioned as commil!sioners in other States and 
territories, pursuant to the provisions of any previouslaw8 
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of the territory or State of Iowa, and whos,) commissions Oommllllonen

OHAPTER 45. 

PUBLIO LIBRARIES IN OITIES. 

AN ACT to Authorize Cities to receive Donations of Ground and 
---- Library Buildings, and to maintain Free Public Libraries and 

Reading-Rooms. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by tke General .A886mbly of 
the State of Iowa, That it shall be lawful for the city 
council of any city of the first or second class, in this 
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
